2. This legislation will create an estimated 10 additional cases for the OPD statewide. 
3. It is assumed that 35 hours of attorney time would be required for each case at $60 per hour. 
4. It is assumed that each case will require the OPD to pay for DNA testing at $12,000 per case. 
5. The total estimated costs per year are $141,000 (10 cases x $12,000/case DNA) + (10 cases x 35 hours x
